Peach curculio. an insect causing 
severe damage in som e peach or­ 
chards in Adams county, was found 
Friday in rather large numbers on 
jieuch trees by J. O. Pepper, exten­ 
sion entomologist, it was reported 
today. 
Peach growers who have been ex­ 
periencing damage by curculio may 
desire to apply a special peach spray 
the early jxtrt of next week, sug­ 
gests Comity Agent M T. Hartman. 
A fungicide will not be required at 
this time. but will be required at the 
time of the shuck drop spray. 
County Agent Hartman .suggests a 
spray consisting of two pounds oi 
arsenate of lead together with five 
pounds of monohydrated zinc sul­ 
phate and eight pounds of hydrated 
lune in IOO gallons or four pounds 
ol basic arsenate of lead. 
This spray us only proposed tor 
those peach orchards which have a 
curculio problem.
